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Water and electricity 
bills to climb again 
in July! 



BALASHI - Last April 
WEB Aruba N.V. announced 
an increase in water and elec¬ 
tricity tariffs. Again WEB is 
contemplating another tariff 
increase. Since their last cal¬ 
culation, the price of Fuel Oil 
on the international market 
has continued to go up. 

For the price calculation in 
April they used the price of 
US$93.00 a barrel of fuel oil. 
Since April to the present the 
price of Fuel Oil has contin¬ 
ued to go up. For the major 
portion of this past period the 
price has been US$ 100.00. 
This has caused the real cost 
of the production of water 
and electricity to be higher 
than the income generated, 
resulting in a loss in income 
for WEB. If this loss was for 
a relatively short span this 
would not be a problem for 
WEB, they would be able to 
absorb this loss. However, 
because this situation has en¬ 
dured for quite some time 
WEB is unable to continue 
absorbing this kind of loss. 

One of the primary re¬ 
quirements of the financial 
institutions backing WEB is 


that they must remain finan¬ 
cially sound at all times. For 
this reason the financial man¬ 
agement of WEB is so criti¬ 
cally important. And, even 
though a price increase at this 
time is not desirable, the fi¬ 
nancial situation of WEB 
does not allow for the absorp¬ 
tion of more losses. 

WEB monitors the price 
of Fuel Oil on a daily basis. 
However, in light of the ac¬ 
tual situation and the price of 
Fuel Oil on the international 
market there is a high proba¬ 
bility that come July 1st the 
water and electricity tariff 
will be increased. 

The management of WEB 
is well aware of the fact that 
any increase will not be a 
popular matter for the com¬ 
munity. On the other hand the 
management is responsible 
for the responsible continua¬ 
tion of the company and its 
supply of water and electric¬ 
ity; hence they cannot con¬ 
tinue to absorb the additional 
expenses on end.

Major LatAm summit 
postponed due to 
Chavez illness 


ASUNCION, Paraguay (AFP) 
- The first meeting of a new 
Latin American regional bloc 
scheduled for next week in 
Venezuela has been postponed 
due to President Hugo 
Chavez’s health issues, offi¬ 
cials said Wednesday. 

”It was a medical recom¬ 
mendation,” Brazilian Foreign 
Minister Antonio Patriota told 
reporters at a meeting of the 
trade body Mercosur in Asun¬ 
cion, Paraguay after being in¬ 
formed by his Venezuelan 
counterpart Nicolas Maduro. 

Chavez, who is recovering 
from an illness in a Havana 
hospital, had been expected to 
chair the Community of Latin 
American and Caribbean 
States (CELAC, its Spanish- 
language acronym) summit. 

Earlier, sources close to the 
new CELAC regional body, 
which was to hold its inaugural 
summit July 5-6 in Caracas, 
said only that it had been sus- 
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pended ’’for now and will be 
held at another date.” 

Its creation, including all 
American nations apart from 
the United States and Canada, 
was a landmark move in 
Chavez’s efforts to be a re¬ 
gional powerbroker. 

The 56-year-old Venezue¬ 
lan leader has been in Cuba 
since June 8, where he was vis¬ 
iting on an official visit. 

He was rushed into emer¬ 
gency surgery on June 10 after 
suffering sharp pain diagnosed 
as a pelvic abscess that re¬ 
quired immediate attention. 

His uncharacteristic silence 
in the following weeks left 
people in Venezuela speculat¬ 
ing that Chavez might have 
had plastic surgery, could be 
hiding a more serious ailment, 
or was drumming up sympathy 
ahead of a 2012 election in 
which he will seek a third 
term. 

US synagogue 
bomb plotters 
sentenced 

NEW YORK, (AFP) - Three 
men arrested in a sting opera¬ 
tion for planning to attack two 
New York synagogues and to 
shoot down US military planes 
were each sentenced Wednes¬ 
day to 25 years in prison. 

US Attorney Preet Bharara 
said the three ’’voluntarily 
agreed to target synagogues 
and military planes using what 
they thought were real bombs 
and missiles... Today’s sen¬ 
tences ensure that the defen¬ 
dants will be punished for their 
actions.” 

The group discussed attack¬ 
ing synagogues in the 
Riverdale section of the 
Bronx, in New York city, and 
shooting down military aircraft 
from the Air National Guard 
Base in Newburgh, New York. 


Crews begin preventative burns near 
US nuclear lab 


LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Fire crews in Los 
Alamos, New Mexico, began 
targeted bums yesterday along 
the western edge of a major 
US nuclear laboratory to re¬ 
move fuels as a massive wild¬ 


fire raged nearby. 

Los Alamos National Lab¬ 
oratory was closed yesterday 
and will also be closed today 
"because of risks presented 
by the Las Conchas Fire and 
the mandatory evacuation of 


Los Alamos town site,” the 
laboratory announced on its 
website. 

Some 11,800 employees 
work at the historic lab, where 
the atomic bomb was deve¬ 
loped during World War II.

wins gold! 

At the early age of 13, Kyra 
Hoevertsz is now a proud 
gold medalist having won the 
championship in the recently 
held Campeonato Centro 
Americano y Del Caribe 
hubenil (CCCAN) in 
Mayaquez, Puerto Rico. This 
win is definitely a historic 
one for the island of Aruba as 
this is the very first time that 
Aruba succeeds in winning 
gold in the solo event during 
a regional youth swimming 
championship.

Greenland ice melts most in 
half-century: US 



Greenland's ice sheet melted 
the most it has in over a half 
century last year, US govern¬ 
ment scientists said Tuesday 
in one of a series of "unmis¬ 
takable" signs of climate 
change. 

"The world continues to 
warm," the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion said in a briefing paper 
for reporters. 

"Multiple indicators, 
same bottom-line conclusion: 
consistent and unmistakable 
signal from the top of the at¬ 
mosphere to the bottom of 
the oceans." 

An annual climate survey, 
which includes work by sci¬ 


entists from 45 countries, 
said that ice sheet in Green¬ 
land melted at its highest rate 
since at least 1958, when 
similar data first became 
available. 

Arctic sea ice shrank to its 
third smallest area on record, 
while the world's alpine gla¬ 
ciers shrank for the 20th 
straight year, the study said. 

In line with previous stud¬ 
ies, the survey said that 2010 
was also one of the hottest 
years on record. 

Last year was either tied 
for the hottest or the second 
hottest on record, depending 
on methodology. But all 
methodologies used showed 
the temperature to be at least 


0.9 degrees Fahrenheit (0.5 
Celsius) above the average 
recorded in the three decades 
through 1990. 

The survey noted that 
2010 was exceptional for its 
extreme events, including a 
deadly heat wave in Russia, 
floods in Pakistan that dis¬ 
placed more than 20 million 
people and record snowfall in 
several US cities. 

A series of studies have 
voiced alarm at the rapid pace 
of melting in the Arctic 
Ocean, which could lead to a 
rise in sea levels that threat¬ 
ens low-lying coastal areas 
and islands. 

The Oslo-based Arctic 
Monitoring and Assessment 
Program said in May that 
warming in the Arctic was on 
track to lift sea levels by up 
to 5.3 feet (1.6 meters) by 
2100, a far steeper jump than 
predicted a few years ago. 

Many environmentalists 
have been disappointed at the 
pace of diplomacy to fight 
climate change, with few ex¬ 
pecting a major agreement at 
the next major UN-led talks 
opening in South Africa in 
late November. 

Former US vice president 
A1 Gore recently accused 
President Barack Obama of 
failing to show leadership on 
climate change, saying that 
poor coverage of the media 
had given credibility to skep¬ 
tics of global warming.

Web browsers quest for 
HTML5 is awash in contra¬ 
dictions, including the fact 
that while it's a specification 
designed to foster cross¬ 
browser compatibility, the 
disparity among the browsers 
that support it couldn't be 
greater. Every browser imple¬ 
ments its own subset of the 
standard and many times, a 
so-called HTML5 page will 
only display correctly in one.

Yeast infection (vaginal) 


Sprouts must be cooked 
to avoid E.coli: EU food 
agency 



A vaginal yeast infection is a 
type of vaginitis — inflamma¬ 
tion of the vagina — charac¬ 
terized by vaginal irritation, 
intense itchiness and vaginal 
discharge. Vaginal yeast infec¬ 
tion — also called candidiasis 
— is very common.Many 
women experience two or 
more yeast infections. 

A vaginal yeast infection isn't 
considered a sexually trans¬ 
mitted disease, although the 
fungus that causes the condi¬ 
tion can be spread through 
oral-genital contact. 

Yeast infection symptoms 
range from mild to severe, in¬ 
cluding: 

* Itching and irritation in the 


vagina and at that entrance to 
the vagina (vulva) 

*A burning sensation, espe¬ 
cially during intercourse or 
while urinating 

* Redness and swelling of the 
vulva 

* Vaginal pain and soreness 
*Thick, white, odor-free 
vaginal discharge with a cot¬ 
tage cheese appearance 
When to see a doctor 
Make an appointment with 
your doctor if: 

*This is the first time you've 
experienced yeast infection 
symptoms 

* You're not sure whether you 
have a yeast infection 
*Your symptoms don't go 
away after self-treating with 
over-the-counter antifungal 
vaginal creams or supposito¬ 
ries 

*You develop other symptoms 

Overgrowth of yeast can re¬ 
sult from: 

Antibiotic use, which leads to 
a decrease in the amount of 
lactobacillus bacteria in your 
vagina and a change in your 
vaginal pH that allows yeast 
to overgrow 
Pregnancy 


Uncontrolled diabetes 
Impaired immune system 
Anything that changes the 
type and amount of bacteria 
normally present in the 
vagina, such as douching or 
irritation from inadequate 
vaginal lubrication 
A yeast infection can be sexu¬ 
ally transmitted, especially 
through oral-genital sexual 
contact. However, yeast infec¬ 
tion isn't considered a sexu¬ 
ally transmitted disease 
because it happens in celibate 
women and the Candida fun¬ 
gus is naturally present in the 
vagina. 




Cooking sprout prevents E.coli in¬ 
fection 


European Union food safety 
and disease prevention agen¬ 
cies on Wednesday recom¬ 
mended thorough cooking of 
fenugreek sprouts following 
outbreaks of E.coli linked to 
sprouts in France and Ger¬ 
many. 

The two bodies conducted 
a study and said that they 
"strongly recommend to ad¬ 
vise consumers not to grow 
sprouts for their own con¬ 
sumption and not to eat 
sprouts or sprouted seeds un¬ 
less they have been cooked 
thoroughly". 

The report by the Euro¬ 


pean Food Safety Au¬ 
thority in Italy and 
the European Centre 
for Disease Preven¬ 
tion and Control in 
Sweden said sprouts 
are often sold as 
mixes and "during re¬ 
packaging cross-con¬ 
tamination cannot be 
excluded". 

The risk assess¬ 
ment study also said 
doctors "should be 
encouraged to report 
new HUS (Haemolytic Ure¬ 
mic Syndrome) cases in a 
timely manner". 

Raw fenugreek sprouts 
have been seen as a healthy 
ingredient for salads. 

At least 48 people have 
died from an outbreak of a 
killer strain of E.coli bacteria 
centred in Germany and 
blamed on organic vegetable 
sprouts. 

There has also been a sep¬ 
arate outbreak in France 
linked by the government to 
a British sprout company in 
which 10 people have been 
taken ill.

Reflections: 

AIFF 2011 summing up: Sharing the experience

For the past 3 days I have been 
providing in-depth comments 
by my fellow jurists for the 
Caribbean Spotlight Series, 
Noel de Sousa and Emmanuel 
Itier, along with CSS Director, 
Aaron Hose, in attempting to 
help observers of the event to 
understand the importance of 
the CSS in making the Aruba 
International Film Festival 
successful in the long-term. 
Organizers are aware that the 


sold out perform¬ 
ances for the CSS, 
(to the point re¬ 
quiring them to 
schedule extra 
screenings,) ad¬ 
vance the essen¬ 
tial notion of 
involving is¬ 
landers in the 
AIFF and will 
hopefully stimu¬ 
late more local 
participation in 
the competition 
next year. 

There will cer¬ 
tainly be at least 
one more AIFF, as 
the government 
has already an¬ 
nounced their 
commitment to 
the event for 3 
years. Both Noel 
and Emmanuel 
stressed the ulti¬ 
mate importance of this sup¬ 
port for the AIFF to grow and 
become a major force in film 
festivals, which appears to 
now be a cottage industry a 
number of Caribbean locations 
are attempting to enter-but un¬ 
successfully. Noel described a 
horrendous experience as a 
judge in Panama, which ended 
with their first film festival, in 
his opinion, mostly due to lack 



of government support. 

Since the first AIFF, I have 
been there to meet the celebri¬ 
ties and participate in dialogs 
and interviews as local media; 
this year I was honored to be 
asked to be a judge for the 
CSS-this level of involvement 
was an exhilarating experi¬ 
ence, which other island resi¬ 
dence can also enjoy as 
volunteers. Most importantly, 
participation allows aspiring 
local filmmakers to meet and 
possibly network with, if not 
some very important and influ¬ 
ential individuals in the indus¬ 
try such as Oscar-winning 
director Jonathan Demme, at 
the very least other producers, 
directors and festival persona¬ 
lities, such as my co-judges 
and those with entries in the 
CSS, which can be very impor¬ 
tant to their future as filmmak¬ 
ers. 

In discussing cinema with 
Darrell Wilson, Professor of 
Experimental Film at NYU 
who came to Aruba to conduct 
an intense 96 hour master class 
during the AIFF, we agreed on 
the notion that movie making 


is THE definitive art form of 
the 20th and 21st century. Still 
a relatively new art form, only 
100 years old, continually ad¬ 
vancing technology still allows 
for experimentation in the 
medium, which involves so 
many forms of creativity. An¬ 
other important aspect of the 
festival is the content; it allows 
islanders access to films of a 
more artistic nature, most by 
independents, which they will 
never, ever see screened at our 
local cinemas. There is, liter¬ 
ally, a world of fine films out 
there which are considered 
“non-commercial” and film 
festivals are their only chance 
to be seen and savored. 

I have to say, Aruba is host 
to so many exciting events 
each year, which are usually 
priced to allow island residents 
as well as visitors to enjoy 
them, particularly compared to 
what similar festivals and con¬ 
certs cost in the U.S. or Eu¬ 
rope. I give credit to our 
government for insisting they 
involve and showcase local ta¬ 
lent in some way. AIFF orga¬ 
nizers sought to do this without 


any requirements from offi¬ 
cials. Aruban bom and raised, 
Jonathan Vieira very much un¬ 
derstands the desires and frus¬ 
trations of his compatriots in 
being a part of this worldwide 
industry, and his co-producer, 
Giuseppe, an established film¬ 
maker originally from Italy, is 
ardently supportive in develop¬ 
ing a film industry in his cho¬ 
sen homeland. The AIFF is 
certainly the best tool to 
achieve this goal at present, as 
well as the development of a 
venue to train local filmma¬ 
kers, as mentioned by Aaron. 

I will finish with a notewor¬ 
thy comment from Emmanuel, 
who has been on the board of 
the Santa Barbara Film Festi¬ 
val for 10 years “Figures show 
our film festival gives a 20% 
push into the local economy 
every year. I sincerely hope the 
Aruba government and the 
people of Amba get more and 
more involved in this grand 
celebration of movie magic!” I 
heartily agree.

Brussels urges EU VAT, new 'rebates' 


IMF warns US on debt; 
says economy still frail 


in big budget overhaul 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
The European Commission 
yesterday proposed an EU 
sales tax, a financial services 
tax and a sweeping reform of 
"rebates", including Britain's, 
as part of a vast rethink of the 
EU budget. 

Commission president Jose 
Manuel Barroso said the Euro¬ 
pean Union needed "an inno¬ 
vative budget" where "every 
euro spent reaches its target" in 
the next budgetary period from 
2014 to 2020. 

Presenting plans to enable 
the European Union's execu¬ 
tive arm to raise its own fi¬ 
nance rather than largely 
depending on funding by EU 
states, Barroso said the next 
seven-year budget would 
amount to 1,025 billion euros 
in commitments. 

But the share of monies 
raised by the EU through new 
measures could amount to al¬ 
most half of EU budget rev¬ 
enue, with contributions from 
member states falling from 76 
percent of the total as is cur¬ 
rently the case, to around one 
third. 

To increase the EU execu¬ 
tive's ability to levy resources, 
the commission suggested a 
"Tobin" tax on financial trans¬ 
actions in Europe, which is 
likely to be opposed by Britain, 
France and Germany, which 


back such a tax at the global 
level since then it would apply 
to all countries equally. 

It also proposed an EU- 
wide sales tax from 2014. 

The new VAT would be 
levied across the 27-nation 
bloc, with a fixed percentage 
raised by govements and trans¬ 
ferred directly to the EU dur¬ 
ing the next seven-year budget, 
from 2014 to 2020. 

And it also called for a 
sweeping reform of EU 're¬ 
bates', the system of paybacks 
to certain member states each 
year which notably include a 
huge rebate to London negoti¬ 
ated decades back by Margaret 
Thatcher. 


ATHENS, Greece (AFP) - 
Greek lawmakers backed a 
stinging new austerity plan de¬ 
manded by international cred¬ 
itors yesterday, sparking 
frenzied battles between 
masked rioters and police fir¬ 
ing tear gas late into the night. 

Lawmakers voted 155 to 
138 for the hotly-disputed 
package to slash 28.4 billion 
euros ($40 billion) from the 
balance of government spend¬ 
ing by 2015, a plan aimed at 
unlocking emergency finance 


The reform of rebates, orig¬ 
inally a compensation to mem¬ 
bers whose contribution was 
considered excessive, would 
also affect Germany, the 
Netherlands, Austria and Swe¬ 
den. 

Britain immediately 

slammed the budgetary pro¬ 
posals as "unrealistic" and "too 
large". 

"The European Commis¬ 
sion's proposal is completely 
unrealistic," a British govern¬ 
ment spokesman said. "It is too 
large, not the restrained budget 
they claim and incompatible 
with the tough decisions being 
taken in countries across Eu¬ 
rope."

An estimated 500 to 600

European Union leaders in¬ 
cluding German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel hailed the par¬ 
liamentary endorsement for 
the austerity measures, despite 
the fact a second vote on the 
detail behind the measures has 
still to be held today.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
warned yesterday that the US 
debt burden is perilously un¬ 
sustainable but advised 
against too-sharp fiscal adjust¬ 
ments that would slow the 
fragile economy. 

In its annual assessment of 
the US financial situation, the 
IMF said that if the United 
States did not hike its debt 
ceiling soon to accommodate 
spending commitments, the 
impact could wreak havoc on 
global markets. 

"Fiscal policy consolida¬ 
tion needs to proceed as debt 
dynamics are unsustainable 
and losing fiscal credibility 
would be extremely dama¬ 
ging," the Fund said. 

"The main policy chal¬ 
lenge is to implement a sub¬ 
stantial and durable fiscal 
consolidation effort while en¬ 
suring that the still-fragile re¬ 
covery remains on track." 

Despite its dangerously 
heavy debt burden, the United 
States needs to increase the 
$ 14.29 trillion cap on borrow¬ 
ings to avoid defaulting on its 
debt and sparking "a severe 
shock to the economy and 
world financial markets," the 
IMF said. 

The US Treasury has fore¬ 
cast that it could be forced to 
hold back payments on bor¬ 
rowings beginning on August 
2 if the cap is not raised. 

The IMF said US growth 
would remain slow, with the 
economy expanding 2.5 per¬ 
cent in 2011 and 2.7 percent 
annually over 2012-2013, 
with the high unemployment 
and the comatose housing 
market acting as heavy drags. 

It said slow growth in the 
first half of this year — the 
first quarter registered a dull 


1.9 percent pace — was in part 
the result of higher oil prices 
and "transient factors" like the 
disruptions to industry after 
the March 11 Japanese earth¬ 
quake-tsunami disaster. 

Weighing in to the current 
battle between President 
Barack Obama's administra¬ 
tion and congressional Repub¬ 
licans over how to address the 
country's huge debt and 
deficits, the IMF warned that 
deficit cuts proposed in Feb¬ 
ruary's budget could be too 
large and fast, given the cur¬ 
rent economic weakness. 

Yet, it pointed out, the 
same cuts could be "insuffi¬ 
cient to stabilize the debt by 
mid-decade." 

It recommended a firm, 
evenly-paced strategy over 
five years from the coming 
fiscal year (beginning in Oc¬ 
tober) to cut the deficit and 
stabilize debt. 

The IMF said the plan 
should include spending cuts, 
entitlement reform — a refer¬ 
ence to the long-term burden 
of promised health and retire¬ 
ment benefits to seniors — as 
well as revenue increases. 

That appeared to match 
more the White House ap¬ 
proach to the debt negotia¬ 
tions; Republicans have 
rejected any measures that 
would increase taxes to indi¬ 
viduals or companies. 

"Consideration could also 
be given to a national VAT 
(value added tax) or sales tax 
and carbon taxes, consistent 
with past advice by Fund 
staff," the IMF said. 

Republicans are blocking 
an increase in the debt ceiling 
in order to force a settlement 
on spending cuts to close the 
deficit gap.

Law suit over Lady Haga Japan 
relief efforts

American pop star Lady Gaga 
is accused of misrepresenting 
charitable donations from 
wristbands sold to benefit 
tsunami and earthquake vic¬ 
tims in Japan earlier this year. 

The complaint, filed in a 
Michigan court by 18001aw- 
firm, says the star as well as 
her record label, Universal 
Music Group, and the 
Bravado International Group, 
lacked transparency surround¬ 
ing the amount of money that 
was raised from sales of the 
wristbands and whether those 
funds were 100% allocated to 
earthquake and tsunami vic¬ 


tims. 

After the earthquake 
and tsunami disasters in 
March 2011 that devas¬ 
tated Japan, Lady Gaga 
created the rubber wrist¬ 
bands and the singer's 
website advertised that all 
proceeds from sales of the 
wristband would benefit 
victims. 

The white rubber 
bracelets were sold for $5 
and inscribed in red with 
the phrase, "We pray for 
Japan," in English and 
Japanese. 

"While we commend Lady 
Gaga for her philanthropic ef¬ 
forts, we want to ensure that 
claims that "all proceeds will 
be donated to Japan?s earth¬ 
quake relief efforts" are in fact 
true," said one of the plaintiffs 
lawyers, Alyson Oliver, in a 
press release. 

The suit alleges that the 
singer and her partners "added 
additional "shipping charges" 
in excess of the amount re¬ 
quired to ship the wristbands 
based on their weight, and re¬ 
tained a portion of the ship¬ 
ping charges," according to 


court documents. 

"This misguided lawsuit is 
without merit and unfortu¬ 
nately takes attention away 
from the kind deeds of the 
fans around the world who are 
supporting the people of 
Japan," said Lady Gaga's 
spokeswoman, Holly Shakoor 
in an email to AFP. "The en¬ 
tire $5 donation made with the 
purchase of each bracelet is 
going to support the disaster 
relief. No profit is being made 
on shipping costs. Sales tax 
charges were made in accor¬ 
dance with local legal require¬ 
ments," she added. 

The lawsuit seeks dam¬ 
ages, "including a return of all 
amounts paid for the prod¬ 
ucts," according to the press 
release. 

According to Japanese 
media, Lady Gaga has so far 
donated approximately $3 
million to disaster zones in the 
northeast of Japan, most of 
that from the sale of the wrist¬ 
bands. The star was in Tokyo 
last weekend for a charity con¬ 
cert organized by MTV Video 
Music Aid Japan. 


Drunken woman sprays 

police with breast milk 


CHICAGO-An Ohio-resident 
Stephanie Robinette, 30, was 
arrested and charged with do¬ 
mestic violence and assault to 
a domestic dispute, as well as 
resisting arrest and disorderly 
conduct, according to the 
Delaware County Sheriffs Of¬ 
fice. 

After she sprayed sheriffs 
deputies with breast milk as 
they tried to remove her from 
a vehicle, a lactating woman 
was arrested and charged with 
disorderly conduct. 

It said Robinette's husband 
told authorities the pair had 
been attending a wedding 
when his wife got drunk and 
started a dispute. He said that 
she hit him multiple times be¬ 
fore locking herself in her car 
outside a banquet facility. 

"When deputies attempted 
to remove Robinette from the 
vehicle she advised the 
deputies that she was a breast¬ 
feeding mother and proceeded 
to remove her right breast 
from her dress and began 
spraying deputies and the ve¬ 
hicle with her breast milk," 
Davis said. 

Robinette was later re¬ 


moved from the car and ar¬ 
rested after more deputies ar¬ 
rived on the scene. 

"This is a prime example 
of how alcohol can make indi¬ 
viduals do things they would 
not normally do," Davis said. 

"I have no criminal record; 
I take these charges very seri¬ 
ously and I absolutely intend 
to seek help for substance 
abuse with alcohol because al¬ 
coholism run in my family, 
said mrs. Robinette.

Can Batista end 
Argentina's 
barren years? 



BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
They say everything comes 
to him who waits and Ar¬ 
gentina fans will be hoping 
that it is their turn after 18 
years without a major trophy 
at senior level. 

But after the adrenaline 
rush of a year-and-a-half 
under Diego Maradona they 
will happily bow to the some¬ 
what more pragmatic ap¬ 
proach of successor Sergio 
Batista if their 'albiceleste' 
can win a record 15th Copa 
America. 

Given that the event is on 
home soil Batista and his 
charges will be firmly in the 
spotlight - but if he is a less ex¬ 
uberant character than 
Maradona he does possess a 
number of trump cards as he 
goes about trying to prevent bit¬ 
ter rivals Brazil winning their 
third straight continental crown. 

One is that the 48-year-old 
from Buenos Aires earned re¬ 
spect as a heart-on-sleeve- 
wearing international 

midfielder who steadied the 
defensive ship while 
Maradona went marauding 
on the way to 1986 World 
Cup glory while another is 
that he started off at 
Maradona’s own nursery side 
Argentinos Juniors. 

A third factor in Batista's 
favour is that he is utterly 
shorn of the hype which res¬ 
olutely stuck to Maradona's 
coattails during his ultimately 
ill-fated spell in charge which 
culminated in last summer's 
quarter-final thrashing by 
Germany in South Africa. 

Appointed first as interim 
coach Batista can also point to 
having earned his com with the 
under-23 side, whom he led to 
Olympic glory at the 2008 Bei¬ 
jing Games. 

With that generation of 
players maturing he can now 
show he is the man to take 
the two-times champions for¬ 
ward, first by acquitting 
themselves well on home soil 
starting with group encoun¬ 
ters with Bolivia, Colombia 
and Costa Rica before target¬ 
ing an assault on a third 
World Cup success - in Brazil 
- in three years time.

Weather comes to embattled

India were held up by sea¬ 
sonal rain, and a defiant 
sixth-wicket stand between 
Shivnarine Chanderpaul and 
Marlon Samuels on the sec¬ 
ond day of the second Test 
against West Indies on 
Wednesday. 

Only 25.3 overs in just 
under two hours were possi¬ 
ble on the second day, as 
West Indies reached 98 for 
five, in response to the Indi¬ 
ans' first innings total of 201. 

Ishant Sharma gave the 
visitors two early wickets, 
but Samuels, not out on 21, 
and Chanderpaul, not out on 
20, added an unbroken part¬ 
nership of 41 in between the 
showers to restore some sta¬ 
bility to the hosts innings. 

Sharma exploited a still 
lively Kensington Oval pitch 
and the overcast conditions, 
removed night-watchman 
Devendra Bishoo and compa¬ 
triot Ramnaresh Sarwan in 
the space of four deliveries. 

The beanpole Indian fast 
bowler has been the most suc¬ 
cessful of the visitors' 
bowlers, taking three for 31 
from 10 overs, after West In¬ 


dies resumed on their 
overnight total of 30 for three. 

Rain delayed the start of 
play by 45 minutes, but 
Sharma bristled with confi¬ 
dence, and gave India early 
success. 

He had Bishoo caught in 
the gully for 13, fencing at a 
short, rising delivery in his 
seventh over, and three balls 
later trapped Sarwan lbw for 
18 on the back foot with a de¬ 
livery that moved back from 
outside the off-stump. 

The visitors failed to make 
any more breakthroughs, par¬ 
ticularly when play resumed 
about half-hour after the 
scheduled lunch interval with 
West Indies on 82 for five. 

They met resistance from 
Samuels and Chanderpaul 
before rain drove the players 
off the field, and tea was 
taken during the stoppage. 

A re-start appeared possi¬ 
ble about 1 hours before 
the scheduled close, but just 
when Abhimanyu Mithun 
was about to deliver the first 
ball, rain sent the players 
scampering again, and they 
never returned.

Money good for PGA 
despite hurt Tiger, no 
Rory 


NEWTOWN SQUARE 
(AFP) - Economic issues are 
going well for the US PGA, 
tour commissioner Tim 
Finchem said yesterday, even 
with Tiger Woods injured and 
top-ranked European stars 
skipping most US events. 

Finchem cited a new spon¬ 
sor deal for the Heritage and 
a renewal for the Barclays as 
positive signs as television 
contract renewals loom on 
the horizon. 

’’The economy still is in a 
very iffy posture but certainly 
we feel like the base has now 
been laid so that we can look 
out five or six years with a lot 
of positive anticipation,” 
Finchem said. 

’’We’re really pleased with 
the momentum we’ve had. 

”If you look back three 
years with the economic cri¬ 
sis that occurred, we all were 
concerned about the extent to 
which we could go into that 
and hopefully come out of it 
stronger... and it would ap¬ 
pear that that has been the 
case.” 

The business commit¬ 
ments come even with 14- 
time major champion Woods 
having gone winless for 20 
months since the outbreak of 
his infamous sex scandal and 
having played only nine 
holes since the Masters due 
to a left knee injury. 

Woods said on Tuesday he 
thinks he still has a chance to 
pass the all-time record of 18 
majors won by Jack Nick- 
laus. 

With 71 US PGA titles, 
Woods is also chasing the all- 
time record of 82 won by 
Sam Snead. Woods ranks 
third on that list now, also 
trailing Nicklaus on 73. 

Also missing from US 
PGA events these days are the 
world’s top-ranked stars such 
as No. 2 Lee Westwood of 
England and No. 3 Rory 


Mcllroy, the 22-year-old from 
Northern Ireland whose US 
Open victory two weeks ago 
made him the new face of 
golf for the casual follower. 

”To watch him on Sunday 
walking around with him, he 
was very loose, he was very 
relaxed, he was smiling and 
laughing and enjoying it like 
he’s 16 years old,” Finchem 
said. ”1 mean, it’s just great to 
watch. It’s terrific for golf.” 

It's more terrific for the 
European Tour where Mcll¬ 
roy spends much of his time. 
Some top players elect to stay 
in Europe in part because 
they do not want to play the 
minimum number of events 
to keep US tour rights. 

Asked about the possibil¬ 
ity of a rule change to allow 
top-10 players to pick and 
choose US events with no 
minimum, Finchem said, ”It's 
certainly a possibility. I 
wouldn't say it's the first 
thing on our agenda.” 

He also said that the sys¬ 
tem is not in place, in part, to 
ensure strong tours world¬ 
wide.

Super Tsonga shatters 
Federer, faces 
Djokovic

LONDON (AFP) - France's 
Jo-Wilfried Tsonga sent six¬ 
time champion Roger Fed¬ 
erer spinning to a landmark 
defeat at Wimbledon on 
Wednesday to set-up a semi¬ 
final showdown with Novak 
Djokovic. 

Tsonga bludgeoned Fed¬ 
erer to a sensational 3-6, 6-7 
(3/7), 6-4, 6-4, 6-4 loss, con¬ 
demning the Swiss to his first 
defeat in a Grand Slam when 
holding a two sets to love 
lead. 

Friday's other semi-final 
will see top seed Rafael 
Nadal face off against British 
hope Andy Murray after they 
comfortably negotiated their 
respective quarter-finals 
against Mardy Fish and Feli¬ 
ciano Lopez. 

But the story of the day 
was Tsonga's stunning vic¬ 
tory on Centre Court which 
raises more doubts about 
Federer's ability to add to his 
record haul of 16 Grand 
Slams as he approaches the 
twilight of his career. 

Federer, 29, who was also 
beaten in the quarter-finals in 
2010, insisted he is not a 
spent force and can capture 


another major title. 

"I think I definitely can, 
yes. I wouldn't be here if it 
wasn't the case," he said. 

"I'm healthy. Even though 
I took a tough loss today, I 
don't feel discouraged in any 
way. I'll work harder than 
ever and hopefully come back 
extremely strong for Davis 
Cup next week and then the 
American summer again." 

Before Wednesday, Fed¬ 
erer had boasted a 178-0 
Grand Slam win-loss record 
when winning the first two 
sets. 

His only defeats from two 
sets to love up had come 
against Lleyton Hewitt in the 
2003 Davis Cup final and in 
the 2005 Master in Shanghai 
against David Nalbandian. 

Tsonga, a defeated quar¬ 
ter-finalist last year, said he 
surprised himself by his per¬ 
formance. 

"It was amazing. I played 
unbelievable. It's never easy 
to come back against Roger. 
I'm so happy, it's crazy," said 
Tsonga, whose best Grand 
Slam performance was run¬ 
ners-up spot at the 2008 Aus¬ 
tralian Open. 
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
